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1. Right wing Chinese relations with the British in Maleye are excellent et 
present. With the decline in influence of the MPAdA and other le fewing 
siemonts, the nore respinsible right wing leaders have shown restraint 
and have shown a willingness to cooperate with the Dritish in every respect. 
From @ rehabilitation point of view the Chinese have thus far been more 
profitable economically thathe British then have the Nalays. 


&. No serious restrictions have been placed in the way of the Chinese to 
immigrate to Malaya cn a “flexible individual besis”. On the other hand, 
Jarge soale immigration will not be permitted. Since the rececupation to 
dune 1946 over 1,000 Chinsee have been admitted to Malaya. ¥irtually all 
of them woe admitted on a “ralative-friend” basis with only the right-wing 
slemonte taken imto consideration. The Malayan Government wrke very closely 
with the Chinese Consulate te see thet the “right sort of people" sone in. 
for exemple, & planter in the Cameron Highlends placed an applioation for 
65 “expert planters" from China "koown to his family"; he had no difficulty 
in obtaining permite for their entry. : 


4. The Chinese Consuliste hes made represantetions to the Malayan Government to 
permit the permanent settiement on the west ocast of Malaya of the refugee 
Chinese fishermen from the East Coast of Sumatra, a large number of whom 
cene to Malaya after the attack by Indonesians on Bagen Si Api Apie At 
present the refugees hare received permission to remain for a period not to 
oxcesd six monthe. The Chinese Consulate is confident they will be permitted 
to remain for the “duration of wsettled conditions in Sumatre". (XE 25X1A6a. 
coument: An official sanction allowing permanent settlement of these refugees 
might lead to violent protests from the Malays, with possible repercussions 
in London.) 


4. A “nice, juicy, anti-American campaign" is anticipated in Kuale Lumpur, Ipoh 
and Penang follow ng annomcement of plans to institute regional brancle s in 
Haleya and other parts of Southesst Asia by the Singepore Chinese Federation 
for Peace and Democracy. TAN Kah Eee is Chairmen of the organization.
